On Friday, April 12, a noontime meeting 
was heid in response to a vote taken at the 
Trustees meeting oO the pre ng 
Wednesday, concerning the hiring of Bryar 
K. Blanchard, of Rhose Island Community 
College. Dr Provo was not present at this 
noon meeting A second meeting, which 
was closed fo the press, immediately fol- 
lowed the initial meeting, with Dr. Provo in 
attendance 

Durirg the first meeting it was estab- 
lished by those present that the concern 
was not over the performance on the 
search committee, as they presented to the 
president two qualified female candidates, 
and one male candidate, but rather the 
concern lay with the President's final dec 
sion. Did he, to the best of his ability, follow 
the affirmative action policy? Quoting 
Laura Krenzke,” How did it come about 
that yet another white male was appointed 
fo an upper administration position?” At 
the present time all three of our deans are 
white males 
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PRISM JOINS THE LIVING!) 


In conciusion, Crocker said that he 
would like the PRISM to adopt some type of 
consistent format, an individualistic style 
with which students could really identify.

He continued, gesturing forcefully, 
“There were three candidates. | alone 
chose the best candidate for this institution 

This in no way demeans the quality of 
the other candidates in any way, shape, or 
form.” 


When asked why he chose this mar 
rather than either of the women for the po- 
sition he replied that his decision was no! 
gender-based, and that “! have found 
someone to move this college forward, 
followed by “This guy is good, very good.” 

This meeting was followed briefly by a 
meeting among committee members 

The affirmative action policy was inih- 
ated last May. The particular section pert 
nent to this situation is as follows: 

“The premise of the affirmative action 
concept is that unless positive action is un- 
dertaken to overcome the effects of sys- 
temic institutional forms of exclusion and 
discrimination, a benigh neutrality in em- 
ployment and education practices will tend 
to perpetuate the status quo ante indefi- 
nitely”

The new directory provides information 
on nursery schools, day care centers, and 
family day care providers in the 30-town 
area. Each facility's description includes 
the age range of children accepted, hours 
of care, fees, capacity, and a statement of 
the facility's philosophy and activities 


In addition, a lengthy section of the di- 
rectory gives parents guidelines for finding 
the best form of child care for their particu- 
lar needs. Financial assistance—from sub- 
— to tax credits—is also explained in

The purpose of Social Service Help’s di- 
rectory is to assist parentsein peorg A 
propriate and affordable child care. Often 
a time-consuming and difficult task, the 
search for child care can be frustratin 
This new directory serves as a primary ref- 


erence source for all child care options 
from which parents may choose. 


One point that has become clear from 
their research, Social Service Helps’ staff 
members say, is that a severe shortage of 
financial assistance for child care exists

The exact nature of the |, nowev- 
er is still being debated. Most exper 
agree, though, on the effects of Acid 
in recent decades there has been a sizea- 
ble decline in the fish population and many 
other animals and plants in lakes and 
streams throughout the north east United 
States and eastern Canada. According to 
the Canadian Government, about two hun- 
dred lakes in the Adirondack Mountains no 
longer support fish populations, and many 
contain virtually no life at all. The key in alt 
cases is a severe increase in the acidity of 
the water in the lakes 


The National Academy of Sciences said 
in a 198] report that there is “overwhelm 
ing evidence” that this increase in acidity is 
caused by power plant emissions. This 
report, and many others, claim that oxides 
of sulfer and nitrogen are emitted by power 
plants and factories that burn fossil fuels. 
é substances rise into the atmosphere 
where @ complex chemical reaction 
converts them into sulfuric acid and nitric 
acid. The acid then falls to the ground, 
either dissolved in rain, snow or fog, or in 
the form of dry deposition 

Either way, it can have devastating af- 
fects on the environment, besides it poison- 
ous nature to fish. Acid rain falls on trees 
and leaches vital nutrients from the leaves. 
This can have such a severe affect that the 
Boston Globe reported that Vermont's 
Maple Sugar industry may be the next 
victim of acid rain
